Area heads for lowest rainfall

But for all the capable 
professionals and nationally 
known players, Connie Haw 
kins, a gawky teen-ager with 
no college v a r s i t y experi­ 
ence. dominated the ABL 
He was its leading scorer, 
top d r a w i n g-c a r d, unani­ 
mous All-Star selection, and 
Most Valuable Player.
